THE NEWSPAPER AND THE SCHOOL 
A Kansas college has decided to adopt the news-! 
papers ai a text book in the department of history. This 
is mailed as something of an innovation, but there is 
really nothing so new about it. Prof. R. G. Sears follow­ 
ed this plan at East Central Teachers College a number 
ago. 
The idea is a most excellent one. It is all right to 
study textbooks on events happening centuries ago, but 
it is well to impress on the students the important fact 
that history just as momentous as any in the past is 
being made daily. A newspaper is a current history in 
itself but in the past too little attention has been given 
to keeping abreast of the times and to analyzing the 
comparative importance of historical events of the day. 
The newspaper should be a part of every school curricu­ 
lum and the students required to post themselves on cur­ 
rent events just as they are supposed to know- the facts 
of a century ago. 
The student should be taught that the things going 
on about him are just as important as any that trans­ 
pired in a past age. Otherwise he is likely to feel indif­ 
ferent toward his own era and think that everything 
worthwhile happened before his time. Recognizing this 
many schools now keep a number of publications on file 
ar;d the students are given an opportunity to read the 
events and thought of the day.
